Mr. FESSENDEN presented a memorial sigund
Sthe men of Mitford, Hillsboro' couuty, New
ampshire, Ibe birth-place of President Pierce,

praying the repeal of the fugitive slavelaw.
Mr. SUMMER presented the memorial of the

men ofPepperil, Massachusetts, praying tbe re¬

peal of tbe fugitive alave law. Both memorials
were referred To the Committee on the Judiciary.

STEAMIER TO CHINA.
On motion by Mr. GWIN to lake up the bill to

establish a line of mail ateamera between San
Francisco, California, to Shanghai, Cbina, via tho
Sandwich Island* and Japan.
Mr. SEWARD add reused the Senate in sup¬

port of tbe bill; the question was then taken and
decided in the negative.

TEN MILLIONS BILL.
The bill to enable the President of the United

States to fulfill the 3d article of the treaty with
the Mexican republic, of the 30th of December,
|653, as amended by the Senate of the United
States
Mr. BRIGHT said that, with the exception of

this bill.be would oppose taking up any buaineas
until the veto message, and the homestead bills
bad been disposed of.

Mr. HUNTER said it was necessary to act upon
this bill at once. This was tbe last day, as :be
ratifications of the ti eaty were to be exchanged
to-mo/row.
Mr. SHIELDS sajd that he should require an

executive sesaion before that bill was taken up.
After some further remarks, an executive ses¬

sion being a»ked by Mr. Shields, the doors were
closed.
At 3 o'clock the doors were re opened.
Mr CLAYTON submitted the followidg reso¬

lution ; which was considered and adopted :

Rttalvtd, That the President be requested, if compatible
with the public interest, to communicate to tbe Senate all
the correspondence between the Department of State and
the British minister redding near this government, in tbe
years 1818 and 1860, relative to the rocTjirocul Interchange
of the pruductiuus of the UulUd Statea and the British
North Amerk-au possessions, the fisheries, end (he free
navigation of the Saint Lawrence, and the WeiLand and
Redout canals.

TEX MILLION BILL.

The Senate then resumed the conaideralion of
the bill from tbe House appropriating ten millioua
of dollars to enabla tbe President to fulfil tbe 3d
article of the treaty with tbe Republic of Mexico
of the 30th of JUeceqrf>er, 1853, as amended by the

.Sen mf.'
Tbe bill was then by unanimous consent read

three times. On tbe question of its passage, Mr.
SEWARD asked for thejeas and nays; which
were ordered.

Messrs. ADAMS, MALLORY, MASON,
EVANS, CLAY, and BROWty Opposed the bill,
and Messrs. HAMLIN. RUShT, »W1N. JONES,
ofTennessee, and JOHNSON supported the bill
Mr. BROWN moved to amend the bill by di¬

recting, the PoAmaster General to contract lor u

daily fjSail between Cincinnati, Louisville, St.
Lonis, and New Orleans; the cost of the same
not to exceed $500,000 per annum, and the amount
of excess over and above the postages received to
be drawn from tbe treasury. Lost.
The bill was then ordered to a third reading.

yeas 20, nays 10.
Mr. BAYARD objecting to the third reading of

Xhe bill to-dny, it was laid over.
AAer a short executive session, the Senate

adjourned.

The SPEAKER laid before the House a com¬
munication from tbe Commissioner of the Gen¬
eral Land Office, in relation to depredations on
the public lands. Referred to tbe Committy on
the Public Lands.

EFFICIEXCT OP THE NAVY.
Mr. FAULKNER rose to made a brief official

explanation, on the part of the Committee on

Millitary Affairs, which wan due alike to the
House and to the country. The condition of the
army at this time requires prompt and effective
legislation. The President of the United States
in bis annual message, and tbe Secretary of War
in his report, have recently called the attention of
Congress to tbe demands and necessities of this
branch of the public service. In consequence of
the infirm health ofthe distinguished chairman of
the Committee on Military Affairs, (Colonel
Bisset-l,) whose absence noone more regretted than
he did, these recommendations had been matured
in the form of bills, but had not been pressed on
(his body as their importance and urgency de¬
mand. The committee propose to increase the
army by an additional regiment; but there are
two bills which the committee are ready to report,
which are of vital importance to. the efficiency
and orgaization ofthe army, and which ought to
be passed at an early day.
He was satisfied that, unless there are additional

inducements held out, as the bill does, for enlist¬
ments, in the course of a very short time we will
have no army at all to protect our settlements.
Small as our army now is there is at this time a

demand for six thousand four hundred recruits,
and they cannot be had because tbe pay will not
induce any.man to enter the army; and between
desertion* and the expiration of the periods of en-

lishment, we will be without an army to protect
our frontier settlements. He desired to have a

day fixed for the consideration of this subject, be¬
fore the bill for the support of the army, which is
the first on the calendar, shall be taken up. He
was satisfied it would not take two days to dispose
dtthose bills, which are so essential to tbe army.
He was ready to report at nny time. He proposed
that the House set apart tbe fifth of July, the con¬
sideration of the bills to be continued until they
.hall be disposed of.
Mr. JONES, of Tennessee, objected to any

more special orders. Let the morning hour com¬
mence, before any thing further is done.

PERSONAL EXPLANATION.
Mr. MACE asked and obtained leave to make

a personal explanation, which was due alike to
tbe gentleman from Illinois (Mr. Richardson) and
himself. He would not occupy two minutes.

Il se- ins, he said, from a telegraphic dispatch
referred to by the gentleman, day before yester¬
day and published in the New York Time* news-,

paper, tbal my name is embodied in connexion
with a charge tbat the geutleman, in the substi
tuie which he offered to the Senate's Nebraska
and Kansas bill, covertly perpetrated a fraud on
the House and tbe couutry. Now, I have this to
aay, that so far as the dispatch is concerned, and
so far as 1 am personally concerned, I am respon¬
sible for no such charge; and, in addition to that,
it gives me pleasure to state tbat during the con¬

test on tbe passage of the Nebraska and Kansas
bill, in conversation with friends I bore testimony
to 1be honorable course of the gentleman from
Illinois. I am incapable of charging that gentle¬
man with anything like fraud in incorporating a

provision in h.s substitute, or in any other bill, to
..leoeiva this House or the country.

THE PO8TAOE LAW.

The Hbu«e resumed the consideration of the
bill modifying the rates of postage, and providing
that, in lieu el" those now established by law,
there shall be charged: For every single letter in

manuscript, or paper of any kind in which infor¬
mation shall be oked for or communicated in
writing, or by marks or signs, conveyed in the
mail for any distance between place* in the United
Slates not exceeding three thousand miles, three
cents; and for any distance exceeding three thou¬
sand inilea, ten cents. For every such letter or
paper when conveyed wholly or in part by sea,
and to or from a foreign country, for any distance
not exceeding three thousand miles, the ocean

postage shall he five cents; and for any distance
exceeding three thousand miles, snoh ocean post¬
age shsll be ten cents, (excepting, kowevur, nit
cases Where such postages have been, or shail 1*.
adjusted at different rates by postal treaty or con¬

vention already concluded or hereafter to be
madfe.) And for a double letter there shall be
charged double the rate above specified ; and for
a treble letter, treble those rates ; and for a quad¬
ruple letter, quadruple those rates; and ever letter
ur parcel not exceeding half an ounce in weight,
shall be deemed a single letter ; and every addi¬
tional weight of half an ounce, or adelifoeal
weight of tesa than half an ounce, shall be charged
wit n an additional single postage^ and upon nil
tetters paaaing through or in the muiofthe United
States, exceptingauch aa are from a foreign coun¬

try, the postage aa above apeeifted shall be pre-

paid ; and from and after the firnt day of January,
eighteen hundred and fifty-five, such pre-paymeol
.hail be by stamps. And ail drop-letters, or letters
placed in any post office uot for trsnsiuis»ion
through the mail, but for delivery only, shall be
charged with postage at the rate of one cent
each ; and all letter* which shall hereafter be ad¬
vertised or remaining over, or uncalled for in any
post office, shall be charged with one rent each,
tn addition to the regular postage; both to be ac¬
counted for as other postages are.
Mr. OLDS offered an additional section: that it

shall uot be lawful for any postmaster or other
persou selling such envelopes or stamps to charge
more than what appears on their face ; the viola-
tion of this provision to be cousidered a tuisde-
meanor, subjecting the offender, ou conviction, to
a line of not less than ten nor more than five hun¬
dred dollars.

After debate the amendment waa adopted, and
the bill passed.yeas 104, nays 55.

ADJOURNMENT OK CONGRESS.
On motion of Mr. ORR, the House took up the

resolution fixing the time for the adjournment of
Congress.
The House had passed a resolution, designating

the 14th of August, which the Senate amended by
naming the 17th of July until the 16th of October
next.
Mr. ORR moved to strike out the above, and

to insert that the two houses shall adjourn, tine
die, on the 31st of July, at twelve, in. He believed
that they could pass all the appropriation bills by
that time.
Mr. BOCOCK said there are other bills than

those which should be passed, including the bill* }
for the reform of the navy and to increase the ef¬
ficiency of the army. He^uked the gentleman to
give bim two days for the consideration of the bill
which he had in cbaige relative to the reorgani¬
zation of the navy.Mr. ORR replied, the appropriation bills would
probably be deposed of before the tliirty-first of
July, and therelore the gentleman might be grati¬
fied in reaehing the bill to which be referred. He
did'not believe Congress served the public most
when they legislate most. He repealed, be thought
business other than the appropriation bills might
be disposed of if members would go to work in
earnest. .

Mr. DISNEY waa opposed to the agitation of]the subject at this time, as tbe Houve was not

Eassessed of information concerning the date ol
usiness, the amount of which waa very large.
He moved that the resolution be referred to tbe
committee tn revisal and unfinished business, in
order that they may report for the intelligent ac¬
tion of the House.

Mr. ORR said it was only the pressing business
tbey could hope to act on. Members had been
from home for seven months ; the hot weather was
now upon them ; they were threatened with an

approaching disease, and it was probable if they
should amy here much longer they would find
themselves without a quorum. Then take up and
pass the appropriation bills, necessary to keep in
operation the wheels ofgovernment.

Mr. RICHARDSON said that by the fourth
week of August they might dispose of most of the
business, and he advocated the motion to refer the
resolution to the Committee on Revisal and Un¬
finished Business.

Mr. EWING argued in favor of the earlier day
for adjournment, sayiug he was opposed to a re¬
cess.
Mr. McMULLEN moved to lay the whole sub¬

ject on the table, but the question was decided in
tbe negative.yeas 45, nays 134.
The House, by a vote of yeas 47, nays 125,

refused to refer the resolution to the Committee
on Revisal and Unfinished Business.
The question was then taken on agreeing to

Mr. Ork's amendment, fixing the thirty-first of
July as the day for tbe termination of the present
session of Congress, and decided in the nega¬
tive.yeas SO. uays 80.
Mr. JONES, of Louisiana, moved that the reso¬

lution be laid on the table. Decided iu the nega¬
tive.yeas 48, nays 113. *

The question recurred on agreeing to the Sen-
ate'Sauiendiuent.to adjourn from the seventeenth
of July until the sixteenth of October, and was
decided in the negative.yeas 71, nays 105.
So the House adhered to its original resolution

to adjourn, sine die, on the l4th of August.
HEALTH OF EMIGRANTS.

The SPEAKER laid before tbe House a mcs

sage from tbe President of the United States,
transmitting twocommunications from Mr.Cratnp-
ton. tbe British minister, on the subject of the
health of emigrants during their voyage from Eu¬
rope to this country. Mr. Crampton says he has
been instructed by her Majesty's government to
inquire of the government of the United States
whether any steps can be taken to procure more
accurate information respecting the causes to
which disease^and deaths among passengers on>|
board emigrant ships are to be attributed. Re¬
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs.
The House adjourned.

A Bloody Drama among Actors.. An
affair of a very tragic and exciting character
occurred at Aspinwall, just before the sailing
of the United States, which has thus been re¬
lated to us by a gentleman who witnessed the
tragic finale. Miss Susan Denning, an actress,
who has recently been starring in California,
whilst travelling with her husband, a Mr.
Woodward, became the object of the marked
attentions of an actor of the name of Bingham.
Woodward's suspicions being excited in regard
to this intimacy, interfered, and warned Bing¬
ham to keep out of his way. Finally, Miss
Denning ana Woodward left in the Yankee
Blade for Panama. Shortly after the steamer
had got out to sea, Woodward was amazed to
see Miss D. and Bingham walking arm in arm
on the deck. A row ensued, in which knives
were drawn bv the parties, but the captain in¬
terfering, further difficulty was prevented, and
nothing occured between the parties until they
arrived at Panama. Here whilst woodward
was attending to some business, Miss Denning
stole off with Bingham and took the cars for
Aspinwall. Woodward followed in tbe next
train, and arrived at Aspinwall just as Bingham
was huriying out of the hotel, with Miss Den¬
ning on his arm, and proceeding towards the
steamer landing, (luadenly the report ofa pis¬
tol was heard, and Bingham, uttering a loud
scream, fell. Some persons rushed towards
him, and discovered that he had been shot in
the back. J)r. Edward Franklin, who was near
examined the wound, and pronounced it mortal.
In a few minutes Bingham was a corpse. The
cries of the wounded man, and tbe still louder
shrieks of his female companion, rendered the
scene a very exciting one. Our informant
says that Woodward denied any agency iu the
killing. There was no attempt to arrest, and
he and Miss Denning departed in the steamer
for New York..N. 0, Delta.

Tu* "Eastern Sucre" of Maryland has
within a very few years past exhibited a re¬
markable degree of improvement. Agriculture
in all its branches has made rapid progress, and
the introduction of now methods of cultivation
has worked a surprising change in the health
of that region, which was at one time so pro¬
verbially bad as to depreciate the valuej)f pro¬
perty and drive away a large amount orindus-
trious population. The malarious fever has
almost entirely disappeared. Physicians at¬
tribute this, and, no doubt, correctly, to the
use of lime, guano, &c., for agricultural pur¬
poses, the chemical properties of those power-
nil agents acting as disinfectants and purifiers
of the atmosphere. Of course, as soon as this
fact was ascertained a great impetus was given
to the use of these articles, and thus farming
operations and the general health have made
corresponding advances.
The importance of this change can only be

properly estimated by those who have visited
that famous section of the State of Maryland,
lying esit of the Chesapeake bay, and seen its
fine farms neglected and half tilled, because of
the pestilential fevers which reigned every
where. This is no longer so. Land J}M in¬
creased largely in value, and progress is every
where visible, the towns and villages of course

improving with the rural sections from which
they draw their sustenance. This change is of
peculiar interest to Philadelphia, as much of
the trade of the eastern shore reaches this pity
by means of various lines of communication,
and must do so still more largely hereafter,
when neVlines now projected are completed.

School of Art and Design..We were grati-

fied tbo other evening by a visit to tbe School of
Art and Design, established in connexion with
the Metropolitan Mechanics' Institution, in tbe
large room, Parker's building, opposite Brown's
Pennsylvania avenue-
Professor Whitaker, the able aod efficient mas¬

ter oftbe school, is embellishing the room with a

variety of works ofart, both in painting and sculp¬
ture. He very politely showed us, in addition to
the objects which we could examine ourselves in
every part of the room, a variety of specimens of
design, executed by his pupils, which display
much originality of conception and cultivated
taste.
We were afterwards highly entertained by a

lecture on "foliage," when the professor explained,
with surprising tact, the principles which guide
artists in forming the foliage of trees so as even

in a small sketch to indicate the character of the
tree, not only by its outline, but by the manner in

which the leaves themselves are represented.
To make these clear to the uninitiated, the use of
the chalk and black-board was resorted to with
almost magic effect.
A term in the institution has recently Com¬

menced, at very popular rates, so as to place the
cultivation of art within the reach of all.
We happen to know of many Instance* in

which the pupils of Professor Whitaker have
made good practical use of their instructions.
One young lady is now in the receipt of twelve
hundred dollars a year M designer to a print*
works, after receiving twelve months instructions,
which cost her about tweatjr dollars. She cer-

tainly may be called . daBigmimg young lady.
As an additional feature of interest in this in¬

stitution, we may mention that the other pro¬
fessor is Miss Webb, an accomplished New Eng¬
land lady, who enters with great spirit into the
excellent syste.m of teaching, which has been so

successfully fdopted by Professor Whitaker.

Metropolitan Railroad..Tbn board of direct¬
ors, at tbeir recent annual meeting, adopted a

route for the Metropolitan railroad. It will com

meuce near Prospect street, Georgetown, thence
by way of Drover s Rest, and other intermediate
places, to Frederick, a distance of thirty-seven
miles, and thence from Frederick to Hagerstown.
This road, it is estimated, will cost a million and a

half of dollars. We believe that upwards of five
hundred thousand dollars have already been sub¬
scribed towards the commencement ol the work,
which is of so much importance to the welfare of
the District of Columbia. Now that the route has
been determined upon, we may anticipate an early
commencement of actual, practical, railroad oper
ations.

Criminal Court..The petty jurors were yes¬
terday discharged till Monday, there being no

cases ready for trial. The grand jury, however,
by that time, well cut out some work for them.
From, present appearances, the term of the

court will be a short one. There are no cases ol

particular interest to be tried; the jail docket be¬
ing mode of assaults and batteries, riotings, and
the like, with a few cases of larceny by way of va¬

riety. Some of them of too trifling a character
for a dignified tribunal, and which could more ap¬
propriately and cheaply be disposed of by a magis¬
trates' court, if we had one.

A Disappointment..The forty or fifty Odd
Fellows of the District of Columbia who purposed
spending the fourth of July with their brethren of
Rockville. Maryland, by invitation, have reluc¬
tantly been compelled to abandon the trip, not be¬
ing able to procure omnibuses from Mr. Vander-
wercken to convey them thither. Ho has the
monopoly in those vehicles.

A. A. Thompsou, recently convicted, in the
criminal court, of kidnapping, has been sentenced
to pay a fine of fifty dollars, and to be confined at

"hard labor" in the District penitentiary for the
term of lour years. Tbe sentence is to take eflect
from and after the 4th of July, a day which he
will have the privilege of commemorating in jail.

Maine Whig State Convention.
Portland, June 29..The whig State conven¬

tion met to-day. Five hundred and seventy-nine
delegates were present.

Isaac
Keed, of Walborougb, nominated for governor,
and very decided anti-Nebraska resolutions of¬
ferer.

Nullification In Connecticut.
Hartford, June W9..The house of delegates,

to-day, paaaed a bill nullifying the fugitive alave
law, so far as aaid law appliea to the State of
New Hampahire, and relieving the authorities of
tho State from all neceaaity to participate or take
part in the enforcement of the law.

Resolutions have also been paaaed caating a

vote of censure on Senator Toucey for voting for
the Nebraaka bill, especially the clause repealing
the Missouri compromise.
